26. Vrhe flying shears according to claim 22, wherein the 
support elements are configured to be moved into an effective 
position therteof before a working stroke of the drive begins. 



27. The flVlng shears according to claim 14, wherein the 
flying shears are nn integral part of a coiler. 

28. The flying >shears according to claim 22, wherein the 
flying shears are an integral part of a coiler.
